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it would all that aside he said the decision was made by the California delegation not by him but he was 
happy to accept it the decision may have been forced or hastened by the realization that if he is not stopped 
soon Nixon will win the nomination on the first ballot and it will no longer matter what Reagan did on 
Wednesday it is known there are numerous delegates here more or less pledged to Nixon but whose hearts 
truly belong to Reagan finality is out in declare openly some of them may publicly declare for him now here's 
how it went at Reagan's press conference today is a season of political surprises | was surprised at the fact | 
was told in advance that this was going to be proposed to the delegation and | said that this would have to be 
a decision of the delegation this is in keeping with the policy that I've had that any move of our delegation will 
be as the result of their deciding in caucus what they'll do and then | of course did not attend that meeting 
and was notified a short time ago that they had unanimously made this decision | have made it plain all this

Reagan candidacy breaking this afternoon those numbers could change but that's the latest count as of now 
this is Nancy dickerson in the Crazy Horse room at the sanssouci Hotel seenu's Richard Nixon says now if 
he was if he is nominated he will go to Moscow not so much trying to end the war more as a visitor and he 
said he is confident of being nominated on the first ballot tomorrow night on an early ballot if not the first 
Nixon has lost a few delegates in the last day or so most of them going to Reagan but he hasn't lost enough 
to endanger his long lead over Reagan and Rockefeller he is the leader clearly and the only question is

Nixon wins they're gonna 
go okay thank you very much governor can we stop there for a moment can we stop this little moment can't 
be in it | wanted to ask you about some of the statements you made at the caucus of the delegation of 
downstairs where you were talking about actually running for president and you said | have a dream about

certain that the participation as delegates and alternates and other key positions will increase immigrants in 
the Republican Party from the state of Ohio and the one is black just to the left does it bother you that the

pleased many who did not he was elected governor in 1966 defeating a Democrat who ran on a racist 
platform when Baltimore like many other American cities suffered riots following dr. King's assassination 
Agnew talked in such harsh terms to a meeting of Negro leaders that half of them walked out in anger when 
students from a Negro College staged a sit-in at the Statehouse to dramatize their demands for campus 
reforms he ordered them arrested his last news conference before leaving for Miami Beach he said 
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before leaving for Miami Beach he said police officers should not hesitate to shoot looters during riots when 
they did not heed orders to stop once an early and fervent Rockefeller supporter he became alienated by 
Rockefellers indecisiveness about running and he moved closer to Richard Nixon this spring both in the 
ideological and in the political sense in short his views were such the Richard Nixon could pick him as a

as its nominee he was interviewed at WSFA TV in Montgomery well and | was not surprised of course mr. 
Nixon was nominated somewhat surprised about mr. Agnew both of these gentlemen are fine gentlemen 
personally as all those who aspire to the Democratic nomination but frankly | don't think it makes too much 
difference because whoever the Republican Party had nominated well the Democratic Party nominates they 
must run on the record of the party and the record of the Republican Party and the Democratic Party is such 
that we are in position we are in today and so frankly in my judgment it doesn't make too much difference 
because | don't think they're going to win mr. Agnew governor Agnew is the governor of Maryland and this 
has been considered strong country for Wallace will the governor AG news appearance on the Republican 
ticket have any bearing on your running in this section of the country 
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section of the country well I'm sure that any governor has some follower in in his own state but | think that 
Maryland is one of my strong states and | don't think that people who support me and Maryland care about 
personalities | think they're going to vote on the record of the party and on what our party stands for and the 
people in Maryland and other states in the Union are fed up to here with what the National Republican Party 
National Democratic Party has done to them over the years last night after about eight hours of speeches 
nominating and seconding non candidates for president a lot of people were put to sleep including a few 
delegates here in the hole and so the actual balloting came in the early hours of the morning here in the East 
and for those who've missed seeing it on the air and perhaps I'll miss seeing it here in the hall here's a 
videotape of that part of the balloting when it moved down toward Wisconsin the state that put him over West

well having just made predictions for the last two or three months culminating in this afternoon | don't I'm 
gonna make any prediction | think it ought to be bright this is a rather tough question but | want you to top 
answer to try for the presidency 11 notes now | wonder what your personal feelings are about what's 
happening and about your future well | really wasn't wearing much about my future as Lola Nelson said 
daddy if you don't win he said we can play together more | think that's the answer right 
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now millions of people have seen again that the political convention in its present form is a mess boring long- 
winded undemocratic not representative of the American public but even so it probably is worth saving 
because it's the only time when the leaders and workers in a party get together in one place and if a party is 
to have any meaning at all its members must occasionally get together and talk to each other here's a 
suggestion based on close observation of nine conventions let each party have a convention and nominate 
not one man but several two three or four those having substantial support in this one they would have been 
Nixon Rockefeller and Reagan and then a national primary to let the American people choose one nominee 
for each party and in November the election that would eliminate all the confusing and meaningless state 
primaries it would give all the party factions a fair equal chance it would end the well-founded complaint but 
the politicians wheeling and dealing in the conventions mainly represent only themselves and it would give

five others key states he's hunting not for convention delegate votes but electoral votes for this fall in New 
York City Humphrey picked up expected labour now vital prop for his campaign in states like this where the 
Democratic Party organization is in serious disarray the New Jersey does it produced a display of mutual 
admiration between Humphrey and governor Richard use a potential vice presidential candidate Humphrey 
acknowledged uses in the running for the second spot on the ticket in his luncheon speech the vice president 
acting like the nominee took his first campaign cut shots at the Nixon Agnew ticket without mentioning the 
Republican candidates by name now | want to say a word about this issue called law and order you're going 
to hear a lot about it in this campaign and you're going to hear a lot about it for me but | call it order and 
justice statistics show that crimes committed by a member of One race against a member of another 
compromise or comprised only a small percentage of the total for all law-abiding Negroes and poor for all

Democratic presidential nominee Richard valeriani NBC News in Bethlehem Pennsylvania this Justin the 
Democratic Party announced today that there will be no floor demonstrations for candidates during the 
convention which opens a spectrum of American life than the Republicans are always having disputes about 
something they seemed almost to need them to the point of inventing them where they don't exist but this 
year there is no need to invent any for one the McCarthy people charged President Johnson and the 
Machine politicians have organized the convention and the platform their way and there are charges the 
party bureaucrats rather than the candidates and elected officials are running things here's a report from 
contributing editor sander van o upon all the works of the Great Society and finding them good is being led 
by kenneth o'donnell president kennedy's appointment secretary was running for governor in Massachusetts 
in 1970 and John Gilligan who's running for the US Senate in Ohio this year they're speaking for a number of 
candidates who want the platform committee to look to the future rather than merely approving the past and 
as Gilligan indicated to us in this interview they are ready indeed they are spoiling for a fight the committee at 
the hall sessions in the morning have been divided up in such a way that over half of the witnesses to appear 
before us are what might be called administration witnesses cabinet members and so forth an advanced 
glance at their texts would indicate that they're going to talk about all of the 
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they're going to talk about all of the things that has been accomplished by this administration and I'm proud 
of many of the things we've done but we some of us who are candidates and others who are concerned 
about where this party goes from here want to talk in the full committee not in the subcommittee's about the 
three critical issues of the day of Vietnam crime in the streets and the urban crisis and we would rather 
relegate to the subcommittee's the glories of the past and come to grips specifically and head-on with these 
three critical issues of the hour we don't want to do what was done in Miami and produced just a mishmash 
of nothing we think the Democratic Party if is going to assume its role of leadership has to speak specifically 
and in concrete terms about these three great problems that are so troubling the people of this country and 
we don't think the way the sessions are set up now is going to permit the full committee to hear the full 
discussion of these three critical questions well now you have a position on Vietnam that's different from the 
administration's position and what we know about vice president Humphreys position you don't really expect 
the administration realistically to let you get your view and do you well presumably the committee is in 
command of this situation and you believe that | believe it remains to be tested we're about to test it | think 
there is great sentiment within the committee to take over the proceedings and to avoid at all costs 
assembling of prefabricated planks and bolting them into place and ratifying the mountain Chicago it might 
be the difference between people who are out in the hustings talking to the people every day and the people 
who are here in washington i we are going to continue to make an effort to be heard on this and to have all of 
the members of the committee hear the full discussion we'll see how it's going to turn out but that's going to 
be our continuing effort gilligan are not Donald are not anti Humphrey they are however resisting attempts by 
the president real or imagined to dictate what this platform 
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imagined to dictate what this platform will say to this end they'll seek to collaborate with Senator McCarthy 
supporters on the Vietnam plank in the platform they do not seem to have at this time enough votes in the 
committee to have their way but they are determined to be heard in the platform hearings and at the 
document which emerges from the hearings is not to their liking then they do have enough votes to bring it 
up at the convention itself and force a battle on the floor with a minority report several appearances today in 
Chicago he said that if he is elected president he would do everything in his power to end the Vietnam War 
and would work to stop rioting in the streets he also attacked Richard Nixon saying Nixon had tried to create 
a new image of himself in every election since 1952 Nixon opened his formal campaign today with a fifth to 
Springfield Illinois and a vigorous attack on the Democratic administration the Democrats started their 
platform hearings a week before the convention as the Republicans did a week is not enough but a month 
wouldn't be enough either because it's an attempt to give a hearing to all points of view on all subjects and 
then to write something on paper that will please all of them and obviously it is impossible in the middle of the 
night in some Miami Beach hotel rooms the Republicans were thrashing around in a sea of paper and half 
empty coffee cups tired hot irritated trying to write a platform in the middle of all that somebody jumped up

into its list of challenges to seating a list the Committee Chairman calls the most massive in party history 
contributing editor John Chancellor reports the schedule of the credentials committee today closed for 
hearings on challenges to northern states Washington Pennsylvania Minnesota and Connecticut and the 
committee is spending a long day hearing testimony on these cases but more significant events concerned 
southern states the committee may rule tonight on the challenge to the Mississippi delegation although this 
could be postponed southern civil rights activists this afternoon formed a Coordinating Committee so that a

cases are just as good from a civil rights discrimination segregation standpoint as Mississippi and you're sure 
about getting the Mississippi loyalist seated well | believe there CVC they have the support of Humphreys but 
the other three do not have his support so it is unlikely we can win in the committee but we're gonna win on 
the floor the most significant one of course is the case of Georgia that's where Julian Bond and you who was 
excluded from the Georgia Legislature is challenging Lester Maddox now | would have hoped that the vice 
president would have support us but this morning his credentials coordinator Fritz Mondale said that they 
hadn't any position on that well unless they take a position on that we can't win in front 
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position on that we can't win in front of this committee that means the floor fight we know that you've already 
endorsed the case made by the Mississippi challengers because you know a great deal about that both you 
and vice president Humphrey why haven't you endorsed the challengers on civil rights bases in Georgia 
Alabama and Texas well now we have done this we have made it very clear that we want the civil rights rule 
adopted in 1964 through the efforts of the vice president applied to all of those challenges in other words if 
there's evidence of discrimination we want that rule applied Mississippi is different in several respects first of 
all the issue and the leaders involved have been around for over four years that is the factual situation is 


familiar to all of us I've been personally involved in that matter it's been the subject of a special study by the 
special equal rights subcommittee which a few days ago reported that the regular Mississippi Party have not 
in any way tried to open the doors of the regular party to all people in Mississippi and for these reasons | 
think it's not only proper but important that we we support the challenge of the Mississippi loyalists in in all of 
these respects and many others the challenges from the other states in my opinion require a full factual 
hearing before any responsible person knows how best to dispose of them although both senator Mondale 
and mr. Rauh talk about the civil rights aspects of the southern challenges it still comes down in the end to a 
hard practical matter of Delegates the Humphrey people are understandably reluctant to lose any of the 
sudden delegates they have or alienate any others by supporting these challenges the McCarthy people 
though have little to lose and something to gain by helping the challengers from the south McCarthy may not 
pick up a lot of Delegates from the south and these maneuvers but his men can use nevertheless to 
embarrass Hubert Humphrey and dramatize the McCarthy cause so it appears today that we can look 
forward to some credentials fights 
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look forward to some credentials fights on the convention floor possibly involved in Georgia Alabama and 
perhaps Texas all the Democrats are busy fighting over their presidential nomination and 1968 manifesto 
Richard Nixon is out making sure there are no post convention breaks and what he hopes will be a wall of 
Republican solidarity in November in just three days this week Nixon will have seen Republican leaders in 
six of what he considers the seven crucial states NBC News correspondent Herbert Kaplow has been

him the focus of all this is on the biggest seven electoral states Nixon feels he wins most of these he'll win 
the election this time he believes that with a unified party he can make enough of a dent in this additional 
Democratic stronghold to win enough of these states over kathlynn DC news reporting most of Senator 
Edward Kennedy's speech today was brisk and businesslike devoted to the issues of the day but in the 
beginning of it he did say a few words about his personal feelings and emotions since his family was again 
struck by tragedy and Raleigh did not try to stir the audience's emotions what he said was stirring

drafting committee on the subject of Vietnam those who wish to change our Vietnam policy are outnumbered 
on the drafting committee by those who wish to praise the administration blame the North Vietnamese and 
offer no ideas no new ideas and how to get the United States extricated from this conflict the matter is even 
further complicated for critics of the administration by the fact they don't agree on what the platform should 
say though they are trying to narrow their differences tonight Senator McCarthy has at least one 
representative possibly two on the drafting committee and it's certain that he wants a floor fight over the 
platform both out of honest conviction and because he thinks it may help his chances for the nomination a 
former Kennedy aide Kenneth Donald of Matt O'Donnell of Massachusetts who's on the committee sees no 
sense in criticizing the administration he wants rather a plank that calls for a change in policy and is broad 
enough for Humphrey McCarthy or McGovern to run on in addition a plank that would allow congressional 
and senatorial candidates to campaign without being linked to what he thinks is an unpopular administration 
policy so it appears to a possible division between its critics the administration's views will prevail when that 
happens it's equally certain that 10% of the full platform committee will file a Minority Report take it to the 
floor there to fight over the single issue Vietnam that literally divides this country and bitterly divides this 
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this country and bitterly divides this political party some of the more unyielding witnesses who have appeared 
before this platform committee this week are not entirely unlike those Goldwater people who four years ago 
in San Francisco developed an uptight posture in opposing any condemnation of the John Birch Society and 
other extremist groups these hearings have featured a number of individuals who seem to insist that the 
Vietnam plank contained not only a prescription for peace but a condemnation of the president they insist 
that Lyndon Johnson must be denied and they want to write his me Kopa it's pretty unrealistic and reveal 
some of the amateurism of some of the new politics this platform is not going to contain a little opera entitled 
the damnation of Lyndon Johnson with words by the New York Times and music by Leonard Bernstein can | 
do it good that's it and good night for NBC News the platform committee divided itself into three groups today 
to hear more testimony and it's selected 20 members to begin writing the document Whitney Young of the 
Urban League so impressed one of the subcommittee's with his comment on the needs of the Negroes and 
the poor but he was asked to submit a draft of what he thinks the ideal plank would say the platform writers 
appeared determined to place a call for law and order in a context different from the Republican document 
perhaps to declare that law and order is a natural product of equal justice meanwhile there were more 
developments on the Vietnam plane sander ronaldo reports on that an attempt to reconcile the differences 
that are arisen between critics of the administration's policy will be made tonight in a Chicago hotel room 
pierre salinger representing Senator McGovern Richard Goodwin representing Senator McCarthy former 
Kennedy aide Theodore Sorensen and two US Senate candidates William Clark of Illinois and John Gilligan 
of Ohio will try to draw up a 
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Gilligan of Ohio will try to draw up a unified Vietnam plank Salinger and Goodwin worked all night and 
reached agreement on a policy which was read by telephone to their respective candidates and approved 
but Sorensen as a member of the platform committee was drawing up a different flank and much of the 
afternoon was spent trying to reconcile the differences between his draft and the Goodwin Salinger draft one 
of the chief obstacles to agreement is a deeply held suspicion by the McGovern McCarthy forces that 
Sorenson is not trying to draw up a Minority Report to be presented to the convention but in fact is trying to 


present or to bring up a majority report in support of vice-president Humphreys position Sorensen denies this 
but the suspicion lingers an animosity between Sorensen and Goodwin may prevent the critics of the 
administration's of Vietnam policy from reaching any agreement at all but somehow in some way I'm ana 
report will have to be presented to the convention since it's certain that a majority of the platform members 
will ratify a vietnam plank which merely approves current administration policy the platform hearings in 
Washington wound up and the committee moved on to Chicago where the action so far has been before the 
credentials committee here's a report from contributing editor John Chancellor it's a world all its own in here 
in the 85 degree heat during the 12 hour days as the 110 men and women of the credentials committee work 
on the family squabbles of the Democratic Party it's a little like a giant divorce court the arguments are 
infamous and bitter among politicians who have known each other for years and who now struggle among 
themselves for votes and seats on the convention floor at the center of the action is the chairman governor 
Richard Hughes of New Jersey a chain-smoking Buddha from Princeton he balances the arguments keeps 
the Humphrey and McCarthy people in line and delivers the judgment that they're welcome so far it is going 
this way badly for the entrenched southern delegations last night the committee 
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delegations last night the committee voted overwhelmingly to vote out the Mississippi regulars and replace 
them with a racially mixed delegation going not too well for the McCarthy people in challenges involving 
Washington Minnesota Pennsylvania and Connecticut McCarthy forces didn't pick up as many votes as they 
would have liked today the committee heard the challenge of the Texas delegation a challenge which charge 
charged racial imbalance as always the Texas argument took a long time involving Byzantine Texas political 
feuds and charges of party disloyalty and now this afternoon the Georgia challenge another involving 
charges of discrimination perhaps the key to the rest of the southern challenges this year the committee is 
hearing an unprecedented number of challenges but since the McCarthy people are talking seriously about 
carrying many of their complaints to the convention floor all the struggle and toil and heat of this room this 
week may turn up again next week to be gone through again from Texas told the Rules Committee his 
delegation is thinking of nominating President Johnson if the unit rule is abolished with the arrival today of 
National Guard units Chicago is just about completed stringent security measures for the Democratic 
convention which starts Monday contributing editor Jack Perkins reports 5600 National Guardsmen began 
mobilizing today they'll be here all next week armed with rifles and tear gas sitting in armories parks and high 
schools around town ready for whatever might happen with all the various demonstrations did it plan if the 
guardsmen aren't enough along with police sheriff's sorted federal agents there are contingency plans to fly 
in Regular Army troops from Fort Hood Texas it sounds rather imposing but the prospect of 50,000 
demonstrators in town is rather imposing also we aren't going to do anything with reference to those people 
unless they violate the law to such an extent that the city of Chicago Police Department isn't able to handle 
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Police Department isn't able to handle the situation and if they abide by their permits and they behave ina 
lawful manner and they don't interfere with the rights of others they don't have to worry about the Illinois 
National Guard the chant washoi washoi is Japanese it's what young Japanese demonstrators used but the 
chatters in this case of a vanguard of what they planed will be fifty thousand demonstrators in Chicago next 
week they went out to Lincoln Park to practice they say they don't mean to be violent but one of their leaders 
says realistically he expects people will be hurt they're told the best weapon to use is rolled-up magazine 
ramparts is recommended King in two places one the need and one the groin the knee comes up to the foot 
comes out three back or down the demonstrators wanted to camp out in city parks at night the mayor daily 
won't permit it as he won't permit them to demonstrate at night or to march to the amphitheater we don't 
permit our own people asleep in the park so | would with my daddy would for mother the city's sleeping part 
we don't permit our own people to march at night so | would Preem it a lot of people go and snake dances at 
night to neighborhood groups of demonstrators or the hippies the youth international party and the national 
mobilization Committee had a Vietnam group it's not simply a question of being able to assemble but also a 
question of being able to assemble with the reasonable hoped that the 5,000 troops from Fort Hood the 


6,000 Illinois National Guardsmen to 12,000 Chicago policemen the 1,000 secret agents the 8,000 canisters 
of mace and all the rest of us will not be used against us most of the demonstrators will probably never see 
the amphitheater but here it is almost ready manhole covers around it 
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is almost ready manhole covers around it totally sealed up here shielded by barbed wire police helicopters 
FBI Secret Service the National Guard possibly federal troops the Democratic Party will meet next week to 
choose its candidate for president the Democrats credentials committee has labored mightily over the - 
disputing delegations from Georgia and then produced its own version of the wisdom of Solomon it voted to 
seat all the members of both delegations and to give each member a half vote or less so under that plan if it 
is accepted everybody gets a full seat but only half a vote Governor Maddox has resigned from the Georgia 
delegation because he is too busy running for president he says but he finds this plan unacceptable and he 
asks the presumably rhetorical question how stupid can the leadership get governor Hughes of Jerzy is 
chairman of the credentials committee and here is his comment and some other reactions the committee 
finds this approach fair and just and it believes in all Georgia Democrats of goodwill who are truly concerned 
with building a Democratic Party that draws on the best energy and talent of all Georgians will adhere to it 
now that's the best we can do and in retrospect | think it's a pretty good best and | hope it does not the the 
formal compromise or arrangement or anything of the kind it's the recommendation of the credentials 
committee but informal information that we fear indicates that without partaking in a compromise without 
making an agreement that might be locally unhappily received we have the hope that most of these 
delegations will adhere to the disclaimer of disloyalty and will act in good faith under this formula as 
participants in this convention now one well-known exception has already 
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well-known exception has already occurred we heard that Governor Maddox has resigned from his allegation 
will not participate as a delegate is some talk about a participating as a candidate but | don't comment further 
on that subject yes sir now | | don't | I think it might prevent a substantial floor fight my judgment personally is 
it is so eminently fair that it ought to forestall a floor fight we're intensely interested in Georgia keeping its 
good record intact which is a loss to a of a Democratic president only once in a hundred years we wouldn't 
like that to be increased that record of losing do you feel that the credentials committee has now faced up to 
the problem of discrimination in party affairs and though they haven't at all what they've done is they've 
carried out the promise of the sixty-four convention to the loyal democrats of mississippi they've gone a good 
distance in georgia but in Alabama Texas and North Carolina the credentials committee majority has 
validated delegations which are clearly discriminatory in Alabama North Carolina there was clear and vicious 
discrimination against Negroes in Texas that was even worse against the mexican-americans if they want to

one of the states involved in disputes over credentials and disputes over who gets in to vote and who gets 
thrown out another dispute is in the delegation from Alabama and here's a report on that from contributing 
editor John Chancellor the problem with the Alabama delegation is George Wallace some of the Alabamians 
who came here to be delegates our supporters of George Wallace the credentials committee said they 


couldn't sit in the hall unless they signed an oath pledging support to the nominee of the Democratic Party it's 
as simple as that but beyond that it gets rather complicated 52 members of the delegation delegates and 
alternates have signed the loyalty oath but eight true-blue Wallace people have packed their bags for the trip 
home and the assistant attorney general of Alabama John Bookout filed suit here today in federal court 
seeking a restraining order which would limit the powers of the credentials committee further Alabama is the 
only state here which has been asked to sign a loyalty oath and its delegates don't like that all of these 
grievances may be aired here tonight on the convention floor but the possibility now seems remote the 
platform committee hand-picked a long time ago has a majority of admirers of the Johnson Humphrey 
administration and so when it came to write a plank on the Vietnam War they of course had their way they 
have written a plank carefully 
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way they have written a plank carefully supporting the president's position and totally rejecting all the 
suggestions from the doubts it surely will be challenged here on the convention floor when the platform is 
presented but it's most likely that doves will lose here to the plank says the bombing should stop only when it 
will not endanger the lives of American troops and when there is some response from Hanoi Humphrey in his 
most recent statements here in Chicago took a hard line in support of the war harder than in recent weeks 
when at times he seemed to be edging away a little bit he appeared today before a meeting of the Ohio 
delegation and here's what he said sure we have difficulties in Vietnam but they're not about making we 
didn't start it three presidents have wrestled with those difficulties no one could have predicted the extent of 
our involvement we do not elect prophets we elect presidents we do not elect Saints we elect mortals but let 
it be crystal clear that we are in Paris today with the negotiations not because of Hanoi not because the 
Communists but because a man in the White House and a nation backing that man has sought for five years 
some way somehow to at least take this conflict from the battlefield and bring it to the conference table every 
one of us want peace | pray for it and so do you and | work for it but | want to remind you of those immortal 
words of Scripture it doesn't say blessed are the peace walkers blessed are the peace paraders blessed are 
the peace talkers it said blessed are the peacemakers [Music] Senator McCarthy had a talk in his Chicago 
headquarters with Jesse Unruh the head of the huge California delegation and after the meeting 
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delegation and after the meeting unruhe said absolutely nothing McCarthy lost the California primary to 
Senator Robert Kennedy largely because of his poor showing in the black community NBC News 
correspondent Charles Quinn reports on McCarthy's efforts since then to strengthen his appeal to Negroes 
as part of the new politics Senator McCarthy believes that candidates should be above pandering to the 
traditional voting blocs such as labor and minority groups and nationality groups and he did not deliberately 
go after their vote as a result McCarthy has been accused of being called even insensitive to the problems of 
the ghetto it's not very often that large numbers of Negroes turnout to hear Senator McCarthy recently on 
Chicago's South Side he spoke to his first real black audience in six months his reception was good 
restrained at first but warm at the end compared to vice president Humphrey McCarthy has little support 
among black people some say that it's because he's not as well known to Negroes as Humphrey or as the 
vice president's belong record on civil rights others say that the Senators cool detached almost professorial 
manner is out of place in the ferment and frenzy of the ghetto still others say that McCarthy simply does not 
feel comfortable among Negroes | don't think that he'll ADIZ with Negroes I'd | and with the social conditions | 
in the dormitory my college | slept next to a Negro he was in the next bed | slept well no | don't think any 
other candidate could say that | mean it's so much nonsense talked about being ill at ease | went to school 
with Negroes | played on baseball teams with was | said | slept in the dormitory next to one and he used to 
pull the shades down when the moon was full | didn't mind that | | don't | don't feel realities no why aren't 
there more Negroes at your rallies | think it's an improper distinction that people are making | think it's a 
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that people are making | think it's a it's a almost a segregationist approach that the press and the television 
people have used in in going around County how many Negroes may be present in a in an audience | | said 
in the beginning that | was making the same speech every place | went and I have been doing that and | 
intend to continue to do it and the fact they say well look you've got to support the people in the suburbs but 
the support of them is is not on a segregationist basis it's not on a selective program I'm asking them to 
support me on the very things that need to be done in the ghettos and under ordinary circumstances you say 
isn't that wonderful you've been able to get the support if you get the labor people to support a farm program 
say there's a great political leader in this case if it appears you can get white suburban eyes to support a 
program for the poor and for the Negroes | said it must be something wrong with McCarthy in my case there 
seem to be Democrats who say well we're not contempt that you have a good program that you've laid it on 
the line that you're going to win in addition to that you you have to prove to us you can get the people to vote 
for you that we want to vote for you it's really a pretty pretty exacting demand | think it may be a pretty 
exacting demand as Senator McCarthy says but the Democratic Party is still controlled by traditional political 
leaders who are still impressed by traditional voting blocs the bulwark of their strength in the past Robert 
Kennedy's overwhelming appeal among minority groups especially among Negroes made him a powerful 
challenger McCarthy's poor showing among these same groups both in the primaries and the polls severely 
weakened his chance for the nomination Charles Quinn NBC News reporting vice president Humphrey said 
today that he didn't like barbed wire and what he called over presence of police around the site here of the 
Democratic convention there are now about 26,000 army troops national guardsmen federal agents and

planning or saying they're planning to interfere with the convention one of them the youth international party 
or Yippies held a demonstration today contributing editor Douglas Cocker reports police chased the yuppies 
out of Chicago's Lincoln Park last night but this afternoon they returned and held another rally they after 2 
March leaders were arrested the hippies decided to march on the Chicago Central Police Station about 300 
some carried Vietcong flags others had protest signs and many were chanting ho ho ho chi minh's heavy 
security was imposed by chicago points and three other persons were arrested in route for leaving the 
sidewalk and attempting to march in the street [Music] there were some injuries the American Broadcasting 
Company reported that one policeman clubbed an ABC sound technician then used his club to smash a 
camera lens so far the demonstrations here in Chicago are my compared to what had been anticipated the 
Filippis who opposed about everything American critic assistant has to offer still say they intend to stage a 
massive demonstration Wednesday night the night of the presidential nomination about a thousand Yippies 
held what they call the festival of life last night in Lincoln Park it broke up in fights of the police and when 
peace finally was restored twelve people had been arrested at about ten injured check in Chicago tonight 
there is a bus strike a taxicab strike and a telephone strike any other city with half of those troubles would 
have lost the Democratic convention a long time ago but the fact that is still here and beginning in about a 
half an hour is it is due entirely to one man of the Democrats dare not offend Mayor Richard Daley the 
convention is being held in a seedy part of Mayor Daley's Chicago which he is ordered dressed up with signs 
bearing his name 
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and temporary fences along the streets to hide the vacant lots and other sites the mayor doesn't want the 
delegates to see and some barbed wire around the amphitheater to keep the delegates in and the 
demonstrators and almost everybody out [Music] in spite of all the troubles the Democrats insisted on 
coming here thinking mayor Daly could keep order if anyone could with all the police and military manpower 
and barbed wire he may prove them right jet NBC News coverage of the convention begins tonight at 7:30 
Eastern Time the hole himself to watch and listen the McCarthy McGovern and Kennedy people on the 
platform committee and some others wanted a plank calling for an end to the war now but they were 


outvoted two to one they say however they will do better than that on the convention floor tonight some 
committee members tell us the first draft was to dovish for President Johnson and that when he read it down 
on the ranch he was furious and threatened if they went ahead with it to disown it and that he demanded a 
plank supporting his policy and got it to spokesman for the McCarthy and gotten McGovern groups called a 
press conference to state their dissatisfaction Pierre Salinger for McGovern and Richard Goodwin for 
McCarthy this was not a hand-picked 
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McCarthy this was not a hand-picked document which was thrown on a table and and a group of people told 
to take it or leave it such as the administration document was yesterday in the platform committee this was 
not a document written in another city and sent to Chicago for the ratification of a group of delegates who 
were merely there for the pre purpose of ratification which is a situation on the majority report issue it seems 
to us now has transcended Humphrey McCarthy the issue is whether or not the Democratic Party is going to 
vote to go to the people asking them to accept four more years like the years we've just gone through 
whether it's going to endorse this war as wise and just and say we will carry it forward in the manner in which 
it is being carried forward or whether it's going to change its course in the direction indicated by its many of 
its most responsible eloquent and popular members so the issue | think is Lyndon Johnson against the field 
tonight and he's coming here | think he may bring even bring the Vice President along to a convention in 
order to dramatize that issue and of course in the hopes | think that the pressure of his presence will exert an 
influence on the outcome of the voting | think it won't President Johnson was on the ranch today celebrating 
his 60th birthday in secret while the Texas White House was saying it didn't know whether he would fly to the 
Chicago Convention or not there was some evidence here he would come a special box is waiting for him in 
a convention hall and it is heavily guarded by security men a helicopter landing pad is ready outside but 
again the White House was saying no decision had been made customarily for perfectly valid security 
reasons the president's travel plans are not announced in advance if he does come to the convention hall 
and watch an all-night 
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convention hall and watch an all-night fight over his wall policy it'll be a birthday party unlike any ever seen 
before anywhere when it's over the chances are the president will have the gift he wants a statement by his 
party saying he has been right all the way gen-y some wearying fight over the seating of the Georgia 
delegation will be resumed tonight early this morning the convention refused to throw out the regular 
delegation which has been charged with racial discrimination in favor of a slate led by Julian Bond a negro 
state legislator tonight it will vote first whether to seat all the regulars and if as expected that is defeated then 
to take up a proposal to seat both factions and split the Georgia vote between them today Georgia Party 
Chairman James Gray and governor Lester Maddox discussed the situation [Music] we asked the National 
credentials committee to explain why why are we being treated in this fashion and the answer always was 
that we were not selected in the proper manner we were not selected in the proper manner just the other day 
in Atlanta Georgia a federal court not a Georgia court a federal court said that the manner in which the 
Georgia delegation was selected did not deny the constitutional guarantees of any citizen the credentials 
committee threw that out the convention has thrown that out and now who is out of order the state of Georgia 
the federal court or the credentials committee and the group running this national convention if the Georgia 
delegation is discarded and in behalf of the beatniks and the Communists and the 
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the beatniks and the Communists and the Socialists and they take the place of Georgia then it won't be 
Georgia that suffer but we've already lost 47 seats to the opposition in the house and 11 state houses they 
will lose the presidency they write-off Georgia they're right off the South they right off the white house this is 
what will happen [Music] California delegation here in Chicago did what no one else including a network 
television debate has been able to do to bring the three candidates together face-to-face in one room 


Humphrey McCarthy and McGovern each made a short speech answered some questions and here are 
some excerpts from what they said about last night's fight over the seating of the delegations | thought the 
Texas case was clear enough for some with more thorough consideration in some kind of reconciliation | 
heard that Senator Yarborough said about it and | think there's no other case | have a complaint about the 
Minnesota delegation but should so we've got to do the best we can at this convention those particular 
challenges | think should have been on it but I do think as we go on from here to 72 that this question of the 
process and the procedure by which delegates were chosen the point in which you cut off dissent and begin 
to invoke the unit rule | think should come at the National Convention itself and up to that point we ought to 
bring in who represents the views of the Democrats to the final point of decision when we have to go by 
majority vote committee was in good hands in the hands of Governor Hughes | haven't tried to pass 
judgment on every detail | think it's rather difficult to as an individual to pass judgment on all of these things 
until you're there and deeply involved but if you the question is asked | would have supported the majority 
position on the Texas delegation there's no doubt about that in light of what I heard | thought that they made 
a good case now the Georgia thing hasn't been settled my own personal view has been that the Georgia 
delegation should have both 
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Georgia delegation should have both delegations seated with a loyalty oath and the vote split period how can 
one call for a broader base and a more representative government representing all of the political elements 
in South Vietnam and then deny it the delegations here in our own country [Applause] at least 60 people 
were injured early today in a series of fights between police and anti-war demonstrators in Lincoln Park 
Chicago ten of those hurt were policemen and 17 were news men trying to cover the demonstration for a 
report here is contributing editor Jack Perkins the tensions were already growing as the afternoon as the 
demonstrators went down to Grant Park opposite the big hotels climbed up and tried to plant a Vietcong flag 
on a statue [Music] then last night the demonstrators were back in Lincoln Park where they wanted to spend 
the night but this came in after midnight to run them out on both sides there were those in seem to relish the 
confrontation with father darkness and confusion policemen lose their nightsticks with remarkable seal 
clubbing and injuring about 60 people 17 of them were news men trying to cover it a CBS cameraman also 
injured an NBC cameraman and an NBC News reporter John Evans and they told me to get the hell out of 
there that it was none of my GD business why they wanted to confiscate 
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business why they wanted to confiscate their that time he noticed that | was taping the whole proceedings he 
then grabbed my microphone and ripped it off the machine here and slapped me up against the side of the 
head on the left side when my helmet was on with a billy club with the billy club knocking the helmet off and 
then when the helmet was off he then cracked me on the right side of the head | hate to say the blood lust 
rose but there were a number of furious officers at that point begin the screaming Kill kill kill and then the gas 
barrage went in and the waves of officers swept through the park have you seen anything like this in any 
other City no I've covered other riots where I've seen the individual police officers panic but I've never seen a 
concerted effort as this week obviously obviously is among some contingents of the police force a concerted 
effort to do what do you think to belabor the press smash cameras club newsmen has happened we the 
police action both nights at Lincoln Park with one single exception | felt was highly disciplined that with 
restraint | thought they did a highly professional job | saw what was sheer concentrated premeditated 
brutality without any desire any seemingly any attempt to do anything else other than the club these people 
right the thing that really kept it for me though was was after three policemen had been beating up one man 
they walked away arm and arm and were laughing and giggling and one was saying dude yeah well we sure 
got him didn't we some Chicago policemen believe that if news men weren't there the demonstrators 
wouldn't be and in that sense they blame the news men for the demonstrations so last night some Chicago 
police officers sought out and beat news men not in spite of the fact they were news men but because of it 
they beat camera man to 
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because of it they beat camera man to keep them from filming policemen beating other people this attempt to 
suppress the news and these beatings are of course in violation of Chicago Police Department orders but 
they happened and none of the news men we talked to had ever seen anything like it in any other city in this 
country here at 2:30 this morning the Democratic convention seemed to be on the verge of some kind of 
disorder that is to say some kind of unusual disorder beyond the normal and familiar disorder the convention 
had just voted against ceding the Georgia delegation led by Julian Bond a Negro member of the state 
legislature the vote was very close a switch of about 200 votes would have thrown out the delegation brought 
here by Governor Maddox and put Vaughn's delegation in its place when the result became known here was 
the scene John Chancellor on the floor interviewing bond a rhythmic chant beginning in the New York Cal 
and California delegations and beginning to spread senator van Hoek are interviewing a California delegate 
trying to burn his ticket to the hall but it wouldn't burn and at this moment they quickly ran through a motion to 
adjourn and | tell you it was a scene like this considering the nature of politics yes we've got the convention 
on its feet they're all shouting no no no no all that pleases us to have to see that there's so much support but 
did you get support when the Grinch's committee some of his supporters voted with us though two times 
their official votes for us on the floor here some of his people have voted with us the difference between the 
support we received from the vice president 
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president to other liberal candidates is that they have endorsed us publicly and the vice president has not tell 
us what your furnace is right | used to have a lot of faith in the democratic process this just reaffirms to me 
the racist nature of this country's even in the democratic party and the democratic party can't be democratic | 
mean what hope is mr. chairman it's been a long evening | move we adjourn sir until tomorrow evening at six 
o clock you have a motion the motion is to adjourn until six o'clock tomorrow evening all those all those in 
favor wouldn't respond by saying aye lovely this session is adjourned until 6 o'clock tomorrow evening now 
as how it ended rage from the right-wing fury from the left wing a rising disorder extravagant charges 
increasing noise delegates tired after seven hours in the hall eating cold greasy hotdogs and all rising to 
Heights of confusion disagreement and frenzy that only the Democrats seem ever to reach and at that point 
they ended it tonight they've had a little sleep and now they start again yet NBC News coverage of the 
Democratic National Convention begins in just a few minutes at 7:00 p.m. Eastern Time and it and how much

emergency meetings with his advisors late yesterday he told a group of newspaper publishers that he 
thought Humphrey had the nomination last night McCarthy offered to throw his support to Senator Edward 
Kennedy but he said today he accepted as final Kennedy's decision not to run he said he would fight for the 
nomination at least until the first ballot but in an interview with NBC News correspondent Charles Quinn he 
again indicated he knows his crusade has ended do you think that it's all over then well | don't know | think 
the odds are something happens | think we're going to make a good run and | don't think it's all over on the 
issue but as far as the nomination is concerned there's no question but what we're behind though even the 
inaccurate kind of reports you get around the convention | think to indicate that had no use playing games is 
funny stuff about how we're ahead we're gonna win you know it doesn't get you anyplace less I'm to accept 
that all you commentators have been counting wrong and misleading the public for the last four or five days 
I'm just making the honest mannerly the other candidate

without any qualification taking himself out of any consideration as a nominee either for the presidency or the

thousand of them gathered in Grant Park in downtown Chicago planning to walk the five miles from there to 
the International amphitheater there was at least one scuffle with the police when a hippie tried to pull down 
an American flag and the police stopped it police moved in with nightsticks and restored order but the 
situation remained intense last night there was more violence in Lincoln Park here is contributing editor 
Douglas Kiker last night 500 police swept through Chicago's Lincoln Park and used tear gas to clear the the 
demonstrators were there defying an 11:00 p.m. curfew around 2,000 hippies members of the youth 
international movement fled from the park and the gas is a special truck sprayed the gas 27 people were 
arrested but last night unlike Monday night the police did not pursue the demonstrators into the streets in fact 
the police probably got the worst of it last night because a wind shift blew most of the gas back into their 
faces the big confrontation last night was at the Hilton Hotel the convention headquarters hundreds of police 
kept order while 3,500 demonstrators staged the night long protest in a park just across the street the 
protesters chanted anti administration and anti-war slogans and some of them burn their draft cards mood 
was tense but there was no violence [Music] [Applause] earlier this morning delegates and charted buses 
started arriving back at the hotel from the convention hall some delegates joined the protesters and a few 
even made speeches to them [Music] at 3:30 this morning the National Guard arrived 800 of them called in 
to relieve 
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arrived 800 of them called in to relieve the police they rolled up in jeeps carrying unloaded rifles this marked 
the first time the military has been used at this convention the protesters protested their arrival with jeers and 
shouts but demonstration leaders kept control and again there was no violence the demonstrators stayed in 
the park across the street from the hotel until dawn today and so did the guard the violence started again this 
afternoon when thousands of protesters gathered at Chicago's Grant Park for a rally the trouble began when 
somebody tried a blow about an American flag and the police moved in there were clashes and arrests 
earlier Chicago Police had walked through the crowd passing out leaflets which said no rally will be permitted 
tonight at are around the convention amphitheater and no parade March our procession to the amphitheater 
will be permitted either but leaders of the Yippies and the anti-war groups have said all along that they will 
march to the convention tonight permit or no permit and they said it again this afternoon so as night falls here 
in Chicago it would seem that the stage for trouble is set and waiting almost 12,000 protestors are in Grant 
Park right now and between the park and the convention hall waiting to meet them a 5,000 National 
Guardsmen 7,500 Regular Army troops and 12,000 Chicago policemen just minutes ago some of these 
protesters here tried to start the March but was stalled almost immediately by police and Guardsmen 
Douglass Kiker NBC News reporting with 118 votes Illinois is the fourth largest delegation here at the 
Democratic convention and Mayor Daley runs his delegation the way he runs his city for the tie trained and a 
heavy hand the mayor has said for months that he was uncommitted on a choice for president but it was 
certain that when he decided the delegates would decide the same way today he called a delegation 
together

conference | am throwing him he did not ask me to discuss it with him | thought it was only common courtesy 
that | should at least let him know prior to letting you know and that | have done muskie is 54 the son of a 
Polish immigrant or Polish immigrants a Roman Catholic in a Navy veteran of World War two he is a strong 
supporter the Johnson administration's policy in Vietnam he has been in the Senate since 1959 muskie was 
elected governor of Maine when he was 40 ending a long Republican tenure in the job and he built a 
Democratic state organization so powerful but the only major Republican officeholder left in maine is senator 
Margaret chase Smith President Johnson said today that vice president Humphrey is an excellent and 
especially well qualified candidate and that all Democrats will unite behind him and move forward to victory in 
the election there was no word from the Texas White House concerning whether the president will attend the 
closing session of the Democratic convention tonight Richard Nixon telephoned his congratulations to vice 
president Humphrey and said he thought it would be a close election Nixon himself said nothing about the 
scene here in Chicago last night but one of his assistants said all the turmoils certainly would hurt 
Humphreys chances in the election and he said it showed the Democratic 
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and he said it showed the Democratic Party responded not to the people but to the party's bosses vice 
president Humphrey asked Senators McCarthy and McGovern to appear with him on the rostrum here in the 
hall tonight when he makes his acceptance speech it would be a display of party unity he thought McCarthy 
refused but govern said he would appear but not without McCarthy because if one of them came and the 
other didn't it would only accentuate that divisions in the party and so Humphrey will appear without 
McGovern talked to a gathering of his friends and supporters today and gave his views and reactions both to 
Humphreys nomination and last night's violence in the streets last night | watched as many of you did from a 


hotel window on Michigan Avenue in my case on the fourth floor of the Blackstone Hotel and experience 
going on down on the pavement below that very frankly left me sick at heart what | saw there were American 
young men and women being savagely beaten by policemen simply because they were out on the street 
protesting against policies over which they have had very little to say | | pledge my support to the man that 
has been designated to lead our party and to lead our nation in the direction of peace abroad and justice and 
Reconciliation here at home but | want to make it clear | want to make it clear 
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to make it clear | want to make it clear that that support also includes a very clear resolve on my part anda 
determination that the political structure of this nation has to be reformed and revitalized and strengthened 
and there must be new hope held out for people who now feel that they have no part in the political life of this 
nation nine and the Chicago police have been criticized and praised for their performance in the street here 
last night the mayor issued a statement saying perhaps a few policemen did overreact but in general he said 
they used only what force was necessary when the demonstrators attacked them a police department 
spokesman said about the same thing and said the press and the television had mounted a propaganda 
campaign against the police NBC News correspondent Jack Perkins has a report sitting in his hotel room last 
night Hubert Humphrey said | don't feel very good with what's going on down there George McGovern said it 
made him sick Eugene McCarthy asked to comment said after you've seen something like that you don't 
have to comment this is what they had seen demonstrators had filled the streets in front of the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel police held them back tensions were high 
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Chicago policemen have been on the line when it happened now National Guardsmen came in the streets 
has been cleared and Guardsmen came in to man the defense's around the wiesel now and then someone 
inside the hotel would throw something down on them but aside from that after the guardsmen got there 
there was no more real inside the Hilton Hotel marthy people had set up in one of their rules to makeshift 
hospital to handle the casualty Senator McCarthy insult went by there to visit and was he said various 
volunteer medical group many of the medical students around the country said they handled 300 victims of 
tear gas masonite sticks hit me | went down trying to and all some of the blows | came back up and they said 
get out of here | try and | said I'm trying to in which case they hit me again and hit me again just a minute 
least a dozen of them and several delegates from the convention joined the demonstrators in a candlelight 
parade 
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Adame this is what remained in grant park across from the headquarters hotel of the Democratic National 
Convention the demonstrators who have not been able to keep their promise that the night would be 
nonviolent the debris of the battle and the troops the National Guardsman looking on if any one the night 
before it really wanted the violence that happened nobody now wanted anymore of the police revolutionaries 
bent on the destruction of the government of the United States of America there are pitiful handful they have 
almost no support but by golly they get the cooperation of the news media they're built into something really 
big they're referred to as kids are referred to as yuppies gentlemen the hardcore leadership of this group are 
communists in the heat of emotion and riot simply policemen may have over acted but to judge the entire 
police department by the alleged action of a few would be just as unfair as the judge our entire younger 
generation by the action of this mob | would like to say here and now at this administration our administration 
and the people of Chicago have never in will condoned brutality at any time but they will never permit a 
lawless violent group of terrorists to Menace the lives of millions of people destroy the purpose of this 
National Convention and take over the streets of Chicago this is my statement gentlemen it speaks to itself 
this afternoon a couple thousand demonstrators were still in the park sitting around with - features there was 
Dick Gregory who often talks about building a fourth political party in this country an idea that becomes more 
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this country an idea that becomes more and more appealing to these young people and though again came 
the Poor People's Campaign their mule drawn wagons rolling down Michigan Avenue and into the park they 
came to Chicago to dramatize the plight of the poor but with all that happened in Chicago this week it's 
doubtful they made much of an impression the young people got the attention the young people whom some 
news media called hippies in Chicago police officials called communist-inspired and who think of themselves 
as the voice of the people some of the young people stayed on in the park but many went home their leader 
David Dillinger said | can't ask these people to stay here and be beaten again tonight Senator McCarthy 
came to the park issued to the people he was received with great enthusiasm from [Applause] [Music] 
[Applause] but we not stop that that boys are going to continue to carry the issue to popular judgment at 
hope that becomes a bear upon the nominees of the two parties who are by the record not what they have a 
party necessary but we're going to try to impose they go on but my position is | do not endorse either one of 
them [Applause] 
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NBC News president Reuben Frank put out a statement saying any imputation of a deliberate campaign to 
discredit the Chicago Police was nonsense on the contrary he said NBC News for a full week carefully 
avoided giving any kind of publicity to the peace demonstrators but when the violent eruption occurred last 
night NBC's responsibility to its viewers demanded that it be shown he pointed out that at no time during last 
night's violence did any NBC reporter anywhere in town say the force used was excessive the pictures of 
broadcast exactly as made generally without comment with no editing whatever and those who saw the 
pictures are left to make their own conclusions jet Whitney Young Director of the Urban League said today in 
New York that last night's police gambling that Mayor Daley could maintain order and prevent any incidents 
from making the Democrats look bad into a number of the delegates in the hall last night and perhaps too 
many others it seemed the president had gambled and lost they were angry at the riots downtown and also 
at the sending of police into the convention hall floor pushing delegates around and abusing reporters in the 
aisles so Mayor Daley's moment of triumph turns sour the time after time he heard his fellow Democrats in 
the hall attack him by name for a while he was applauding happily when his candidate Humphrey was put in

speakers on the rostrum telling them to get out and go on well they didn't but he did Jed NBC News 
coverage of the Democratic National Convention begins tonight Lawrence O'Brien as chairman of the

was when senator George McGovern came to that platform [Applause] and I'm sure that others will come too 
and | ask you to be tolerant to simplify forbearance don't be excuse me don't be critical they'll be there just 
give people time it's not easy for someone that has fought his heart out too quickly suddenly just move right 
in with you give people time do unto others as you would have them do unto you just give people the chance 
the appeal was characteristic of the vice-president that it may be to no avail the resentment the many 
Democrats took away from this convention is not so much directed against him personally as against the 
system which gave him the nomination especially Mayor Daley before this convention the opponents of this 
war the supporters of Senator McCarthy senator McGovern and Senator Robert Kennedy regarded the 
system as irrelevant to the problems of the times now they find that it is brutal and it is this fact which will 
make reconciliation difficult if not impossible Humphrey will open his campaign for president in New York on 
Monday by marching up Fifth Avenue in the Labor Day Parade and for many reasons one of course is that 
New York has a lot of votes another is that Humphreys strongest center of support is in the labor unions but 
he will probably March without Paul O'Dwyer the Democratic candidate for the Senate in New York O'Dwyer 
says because of Humphreys support for the Vietnam War he cannot in any circumstances support him in 
Florida 
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any circumstances support him in Florida during which he did some work had a good time and picked up a 
tan here's the report from NBC News correspondent Hurd Kaplow the waters around Miami were where 
Nixon spent much of the past week and a half sometimes aboard a friend's house boat it was a time for 
storing up stamina and ideas for the campaign ahead it also was a time not to distract from the democratic 
convention which Nixon expected to reveal in sharper focus than ever the divisions within the Democratic 
Party so we work quietly in the relaxing atmosphere of South Florida getting ready to take on Hubert

intention to do his most intensive campaigning in the big States Nixon knows likes and respects Humphrey 
he thinks he's a good and able public figure but Nixon also thinks Humphrey can be beaten and the way 
Nixon intends to try to do that is by hanging the Johnson administration around the Humphrey neck as the 
proverbial albatross Nixon at the same time presenting himself as the stabilizing factor of the time of national 
frustration and worry Herbert Kaplow NBC News reporting last night there were more disturbing this is a 
disorder in the Oh streets but this time most of the police work was left to the National Guard and there was 
far less violence

Douglas canker the trouble began last night when three thousand demonstrators defied police orders you 
started marching down Michigan Avenue toward the convention hall the March was led by comedian Dick 


Gregory they didn't get far before they were met by massed National Guardsmen and Chicago you Oh police 
Gregory offered the Marches a choice anyone some reason taken residence but don't want to get arrested 
you [Laughter] [Music] crowd surged forward Guardsmen fired our tear gas canisters [Music] 
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newse rifle butts to restore control 79 marchers were arrested including several convention delegates who 
had joined the demonstration to protest the conduct of the convention and the police any of the other 
marchers were along for the same reason the demonstrators then turned around and went back to Grant 
Park and gathered once again in son of the hills in a hotel the convention had four [Music] more National 
Guardsmen rushed there and riot jeeps rigged with barbed wire barricades used to push crowds back there 
were a few more arrests that the violence was minor compared to the night before but again the guard had to 
fire tear gas into the crowd and the crowd ran from it some who didn't run fast enough or overcome and they 
were cared for by volunteer medics [Music] after that the demonstrators settled down in the park they sang 
protest songs shouted anti-war slogans and listened to speeches all night and some of them were still there 
when morning came by mid-afternoon today the crowd had dwindled to a quarter of its original size the 
convention was over and so apparently with the demonstrations 583 demonstrators were arrested in Chicago 
this week and nobody really knows how many were injured demonstration leaders say all this has gained 
them sympathy and new support and they say it's not over they say that this fall when vice president 
Humphrey and Richard Nixon hit the campaign trail they'll be there to meet them vice president Humphrey 
stressed party unity when he accepted the Democratic nomination last night but unity is impossible without 
Senator

unity is impossible without Senator McCarthy and McCarthy pointedly stayed away from last night's session 
McCarthy said he could not compromise his peace views and still keep faith with the young people who 
supported his campaign contributing editor Jack Perkins talked with some of the young McCarthy workers 
and here is his report the remarkable campaign of the McCarthy youth began in the snows of New 
Hampshire and ended in the tear gas of Chicago The Children's Crusade found the Holy Grail and it was 
made of plastic dreams bumped into reality and they lost but in a way they won many of the McCarthy youth 
a generation awakened to politics for the first time by this campaign our thoughtful young people given to 
reflection and these past two days they've been reflecting on what they accomplished this year and what 
they do next well | think we've accomplished a great deal we didn't get our man the nomination but the 
issues that have troubled us also greatly | think are very much before the American public now oh | don't 
think there's any question about when it accomplished | may have got rid of Mayor Daley uh-oh we forced 
LBJ to we've drawn after this convention though | don't know we just didn't get a replacement for him and 
Paris peace talks but | think to me the most major thing is we involved millions literally millions of people who 
have never been involved in the political process before they not only became volved they became activists | 
think it's absolutely amazing what we've accomplished and how far we've come and | said we would not 
support you but home free | don't think a majority of us but it does not mean that we're not gonna continue 
our involvement in the Democratic Party and this is a whole different story we are going to work from 
congressional candidates who are for peace in Vietnam and who are for ending the crisis here at home and 
we are gonna work for school boards | think one of the most fascinating things | saw was in Fargo North 
Dakota or 86% of the precincts were taken over by McCarthy people and they got rid of a school board who 
did 
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they got rid of a school board who did not want a chapter on the United Nations in the textbooks these are 
the small things that are not being measured but other significant things at the grassroots politics this is the 
new politics right we didn't make major changes this year but in four years to a great extent the control of the 
party will be in the hands of those people who started this time and many of them are McCarthy people 


young people with forward ideas young people | think so I think also that many people have conceded to 
some extent that 68 is a Republican year anyway but the cause of the war and because of the situation in 
the cities and in the streets that Nixon's got it made so you might as well let Hubert get the loss and we'll take 
the party back in 72 | don't think I | ever really believed we could win no not really not but | thought | think we 
taught lots of people a lesson and there's a certain sense of victory in the investor feet you know we've been 
great about claiming dick victory in the midst of defeat all along and | don't | don't really feel discouraged in 
the sense that that we knew what we were up against and that as as amateurs as people who were really in 
this as much to learn as to change things we've accomplished almost everything we set out to do except for 
the nomination of McCarthy except for the fact that you lost yeah David senator Edmund muskie ‘he's mother 
lives in Rumford Maine she's 76 years old she is of two minds about her son being nominated for vice 
president in his acceptance speech last night muskie said he had asked his mother if she'd vote for him and 
she answered well if they don't honor it offer anybody better | suppose | will well now mrs. muskie has been 
interviewed in Rumford by howard nielsen

son's possibly already is the vice presidential everything was quiet in this world no no nothing to be happy 
but is such a commotion of this happened that happened and that happened you're gonna shake there in 
that place fair enough | don't know | says you should stay on that job you got there now you're happy so you 
stay there when | get back and she said I'm just | get bright | can't say yes or | can say no that's politics I'm 
glad | didn't have a man that was a politician so there's no life why do you say that well they go on to Mars
